A Triple Execution in India. 

On Feb. 24, says a Bombay exchange, a re- 
markable execution tock 7. — in Bombay. Three 
men, two Parsees and a hhoja Mussulman, were 
banged on the same acaffold at the same time, 
all for being converned in murders for which 
they were condemned at the last criminal ses- 
sions. The Parsees, named Nusserwanjee By- 
ramiee and Cowasjee Bejonjee, had murdered a 
Parsee woman named Dbunbaee for her orna- 
ments, and thrown the body into awell. The 
Khoja, named Nanjee Meetha, murdered his 
wife on Christmas eve, because she refused to 
accompany him to Zanzibar, where he was a 
merchant holding a very good position. In con- 
sequence of the present agitation between the 
Parsee and Mussulman communities, the au- 
thorities took thorough precautions to prevent 
any interruptions being offered to the carrying 
out of the triple execution, and in consequence 
there was such a uumber of military sta- 
tioned around the scaffold that a Simi 
lar display has not been seen in Bombay 
since two mutineers were blown from 

ne ten or twelve years ago. The executions

MARRIAGE BY PROXY. * N 

There has been not a little sympathy expressed 
for those unfortunate youthful members of royal 
families whose matrimonial alliances are con- 
tracted for them by their elders and superiors 
for prospective political advantage, and not a 
little congratulation upon the part of people in 
humbler spheres that they have the privilege. 
of choosing their own partners, conducting their 
own courtships, and managing their own wed- 
dings.. At the first blush, there is something re- 
pulsive in the idea of having the hymeneal affair 
arranged by proxy, especially when the princi- 
pal parties interested are presumed to take 
each other for better or worse. An examination, 
however, of the treaty between the Queen of 
England and the Emperor of Russia for the 
marriage of the Duke of Edinburgh and the 
Grand Duchess Marie Alexandrowna, which has 
recently been printed among the Parliamentary 
papers, shows that the system is not without its 
compensations. These compensations are 80 at- 
tractive that we doubt not, there are plenty of 
Americans who would agree to marry the ugliest 
girl in all the Russias for the same class of con- 
solations, pecuniary and otherwise, which the 
Duke of Edinburgh and his royal spouse will 
hereafter enjoy. One article of this treaty 
stipulates that Her Imperial Highness shail 
not be hindered in the full, free, and unre- 
strained exercise of the religious profession in 
which she has been brought up, and for this 
purpose she shall have chapels where she re- 
sides and also in her own apartments; and she 
is not expected to attend the churches of her 
husband’s faith, except when it is necessary to 
assist in ceremonies, and then only of her own 
free will. By this arrangement an effectual bar 
is raised against one prolific source of disagree- 
ment among couples of different faiths who 
do not wear the imperial. purple. The Duke 
of Edinburgh is a member of the En- 
glish Church, and his consort a mem- 
ber of the Greek Church and yet every pos- 
sibility of collision has been carefully removed. 
What a happy arrangement this would be in 
many instances where Protestant husbands have 
Catholio wives, and Unitarian wives have Pres- 
byterian husbands. 

The financial arrangements for the young 
couple, as fixed by the treaty, are very comfort- 
able, and will enable them to set up housekeep- 
ing in a very handsome manner. The marriage 
portion of the Princess, as fixed by the funda- 
mental laws of the Empire, is a million of 
roubles, the interest of which, at 5 per 
cent, is to be paid to her half-yearly 
during life, and she is to have the separate and 
exclusive use of it. In addition to this, the Em- 
peror gives her, as a mark of particular affec- 
tion, an annual revenue of 75,000 rou- 
bles for her separate and exclusive use. 
As s mark of affection in general, he also 
sets apart another million -of roubles, the 
interest of which at 6 per cent is to be for her 
exclusive use. She also retains possession of her 
private fortune, amounting to 600,000 rou- 
bles. In the event that she survives the 
Duke, the Queen of Angland agrees to 
give her £6,000 annaally during life,—a sum 
which ought to be a sufficient inducement to her 
to take good care of her health. Marie Alexan- 
drovna, therefore, has a snug little fortune in 
cash for her own exclusive use, amounting to 
2,675,000 roubles, or $2,113,250, and an annual in- 
come of $79,000 from her marriage portion | 
alone.. Adding to this amount the fortune and 
income of her husband, and their free house-

assignors of the present contractors made 

out and filed a bid for at least the maximum rates, 
and, to prevent competition, paid each of the other 
proposed bidders sums varying from $300 to $1,500, 
amounting in the ag to $10,500, to induce them 
not to putin the bids they had severally made out. 
By this means competition was avoided, and but one 
bid was filed, upon which the Commissioners awarded 
the contract at the highest rates named in the law. 
The Constitution, Art. 4, Sec. 25, as well as the statutes 
of the State, required the public printing to be let by 
contract to the lowest responsible bidder. 

That a combination of the character above indicated 
is so clearly in conflict with the 14 of the law, and 
is 80 contaminated with fraud that the successful bid- 
ders acquired thereby no right to the contract, is too 
plain a proposition to admit of argument, 1 Story, 
equity jurisprudence, Sec, 293; Smith v. Greenlee, 2 
Devereaux, 126; Gardiner v. Morse, 25 Mo., 140; 
Wo@ten v. Hinkle, 20 Mo., 200. , 

Had the Commissioners of Public Printing then been 
informed of these facts, it is not probable they would 
have awarded the contrags to bidders who 
had resorted to such means to prevent 
ccmpetition. As soon as the facts were discovered 
the State had the right to elect whether it would treat 
the award of the contract as void or ratify the same, 
and hold the contractors bound thereby. If, after the 


con- 


thé State, through its tive and Executive de- 
partments, treated the contract as having a valid exist- 
ence, and ordered public printing to be done there- 
under, this, in my judgment, would constitute 
A WAIVER OF’ THE RIGHT, 

on part of the State, to declare the contract void, and 
would be construed, in law, as a ratification thereof. 
The bidding took place August 26, 1872. and the con- 
tract was awarded on the 7th of September following, 
for the period of two years from Nov, 4, 1872. Since that 
date the parties to whom the contract was awarded, or 
their assignees, have been recognized as the public 
83 and have received and executed the orders 

or public printing issued from both branches of the 
Gendral Assembly. 

The contract will expire by its own limitation in a 
few months, when a new letting will take place under 
thelaw. It is doubtful at least whether the right has 
not been waived by the State to deciare the contract 
void, The new revision of statutes is required to be 
published by the lst of July next, when the same will 
take effect, In view of all the circumstances, I think 
it is not advisoble to attempt to declare the contract 
void at this late day. 7 

pon the matter of charges above the maximum 
rates prescribed in the law, two questions arise, viz : 
First, the number of pages constituting an impres- 
sion for preas-work ; and second, what is the maxi- 
mum rate, if any, prescribed for press-work for the 
fifth class of printing.

The number of pages which shall constitute an im- 
pression is not defined in this act. 

The fifth section of the act of March 9, 1867, relative 
to the public printing fixes the maximum rates there- 
for as follows: The maximum price of public print- 
ing shdll be as follows, to-wit: For plain work, 70 
cents per 1,000 ems; for figure or rule work, $1.05 per 
1,000 ems; for figure and rule work, $1.40 per 1,000 
ems for composition; and 70 cents per token of six- 
‘teen pages for press-work, For blanks of any 
description, $1.50 for the - first quire, 
and for each additional quire of the same 
blanks ardered at the same time, $1 per quire, except- 
ing when said blanks are larger than a sheet of flat-cap 
paper; or contain so much composition as to require 
additional compensation, then the Public Printer shall 
be allowed to ch @ reasonable advance upon the 
prices above specified for printing blanks, which said 
advance es will be upon by the officers 
authorized to settle Printers accounts as heretofore 
provided.”

It is not within my power to d or express 
an Opinion upon a question of fact of this character, 
which depends for its solution upon the testimony of 
experts; but, assuming the facts to be as found by the 
Committee on Printing, and regar the act of 1867, 
while in torce, as defining ah im on to be sixteen 
pages, and construing that act as in pari materia with the 
act of 1872. My conclusion is, in the estimation of 
press-work in-book and pamphlet printing, under the 
act of 1872, sixteen pages should be considered as an 
impression. 

It is a fact worthy of attention that the law required 
the letting of public prin to be ‘advertised in 
many of the 1 cities in the State, Such con- 
struction should be 2 1 upon the word impression 
as printers and publishers in the State would generally 
place thereon. A particular ‘local custom even at the 
Capitol should not prevail over the general. under- 
standing of printers inthe State. Otherwise the vari- 
ous bidders would not stand upon an equality.—Sedg- 
wick on constitutional and statutory law 257, Evan v. 
Myers; 25 Pennsylvania State Reports, 114, 

If, however, it is true that in book and pamphlet 

press-work, eight is regarded as the size of a 
form or impression by the printers generally in the 
State, where the contract is silent, or no other num- 
ber specified, then, I think, the same rule should be 
applied in the estimation of work done under the act 
of 1872, notwithstanding the provisions of the act of 
1867, * 
If such were the case, there would be no room for 
the application of the rule that, where the construc- 
tion is doubtful, all statutes in part materia should be 
construed together, for the construction of the 
word impression on t hypothesis .would not 
be doubtful. This, however, is not 3 question 
of law, but of fact, to be determined upon the testi- 
mony of experts, The Commission of Public Print- 
ing are better able to ascertain this fact than myself, 
You have the benefit of the unanimous opinion of the 
Committee on Public Printing, which seems to have 
been arrived at as the result of that investigation. 
You have also the voluminous testimony taken by that 
Committee, 

If further investigation ig desirable, you have the 
power to make it; but unless you are satisfied that 
eight pages instead of sixteen is the practice of print- 
ers generally in the State, and is estimated as a form 
or impression for bodk and pamphlet press-work, the 
rule recognized in the act of 1867 must be considered 
as explanatory of the indefinite language of the 
act of 1872 to extent, that an impression is to be 
composed of sixteen pages for book and pamphlet 
work.

price per 100 impressions for all press-work embraced

The clause of the fifth section fixing the maximum 


rate for press-work quoted above, does not separate- 


ly name any maximum for the press-work of the 
fifth class at amy specified rate per twenty- 
five impressions, as the proposals for that 
class are required to be made, If the 
maximum is fixed at all for this class of press-work it 
must be included in the clause which specifies press- 
work at 25 cents per 100 inipressions. It must 
be conceded that these words are more strictly appli- 
cable to the classes of press-work which is required to 
be specified in the proposals as so much per 100 
impressions, and not unnaturally officers charged 
with their practical enforcement may have construed 
them as solely applicable to the first four classes of 
printing. 

The ~ are susceptible, however, of a broader in- 
terpretation, It should be 5 that the Constit u- 
tion is mandatory that the 
@ maximum price for the public printing, to be let by 
contract to the lowest responsible bidder, Art. 4, Sec. 
25, of the law of 1872 purports to regulate the entire 
subject of public printing, and, in obedience to the 
Constitution, to fix a maximum price therefor. If we 
give the fifth section of the act the broadest con- 
struction, then the General Assembly performed their 
entire duty. If the narrower construction prevails, 
then it must be held that, without any apparent rea- 
son therefor, the General Assembly neglected to per- 
form this part of their plain duty, 

At the conclusion of the section it is “ Provided, 
That no job shali be counted at less than 200.” In the 
practical application of the law no case could arise where 


it Would be necessary to estimate press-work less than 


impressions, This being the dase, it may have been 200 
deémed as convenient as any other mode to fix the 
maximum for all classes at a specified rate per hun- 
dfed, 4 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that the section in 
question should be construed as fixing the maximum 
rate for the press-work for each of the five classes of 
printing at B cents per 100 impressions, It is not 
improper to add, that the vagueness and uncertainty 
of the language of the statute inthe particulars herein 
discussed are such as to be greatly embarassing to the 
officers charged with its practical construction and 
enforcement, 

In cases of this character, honest differences of 
opinion as to the true meaning of the law are almost 
inevitable, I have experienced no small amount of 
difficulty in satisfying my own mind on some of the 
questions presented, and the conclusions to which I 
have arrived are the result of the best consideration 
I have been able to give the subject.
